Regarding Claims 1-5 and 7-17, Applicant states that the prior art of Taniguchi et al. (U.S. Patent 6,091,689) having both photodiodes PD1 
and PD2 receive light (page 10 of the Remarks, lines 14-17) instead of one photodiode is operative as in Claim 1. Accordingly, the prior art 
of Taniguchi teaches a first detector unit LCI and a second detector unit LC2 (Fig. 7). In this case, Taniguchi's photodiodes and the laser 
couplers are incorporated into a common photodiode IC package (Fig. 7; column 6, lines 7-15), the LCI is corresponding to Applicant's 
claimed first detector unit. Similarly, the LC2 is corresponding to Applicant's claimed second detector unit. Based on Taniguchi's integrated 
photodiode package as illustrated in Fig. 7, each of the integrated packages LCI and LC2 operates independently to its corresponding disc 
format (column 6, lines 1-6) as required by Applicant's claimed detector units 1 and 2. 

In other words, Applicant's claimed detector unit does not restrict its physical structure to refer only a photodiode detecting element. For 
example. Applicant's "detector unit" can be an integrated unit for detecting laser light such as Taniguchi's LCI and LC2. 
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
